[L. S.]—To the inhabitants of the town of Derry qualt- 
fied to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upen the following subjects: 

ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

ARTICLE 2. To vote to raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the support of schools, for 
the maintenance of the poor, for the laying out and 
repairing of highways and building and repairing bridges, 
and for other necessary charges arising in said town. 

ARTICLE 3. To see what action the town will take relative to 
lighting the streets for one or more years, next ensuing, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 4. To see what action the town will take relative to 
the bill of the Derry Electric Light Company, for lighting 
the streets in accordance with the terms of the vote passed 
at the last annual meeting, under the -provisions of the 
written contract with said town. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to sell the lot of land 
at Derry Depot, which was purchased for a lockup. 

ARTICLE, 6. ‘To see if the town will direct the Board of 
Selectmen to employ a Policeman or Watchman to be on. 
duty at the Depot village, or wherever the board shall 
direct, whenever fifty legal voters shall request them so to 
do, and shall state over their signatures that protection and 

security of persons and property make such services neces- 
sary. 
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ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to the use of Upton Post, No 45, 
Department of New Hampshire, Grand Army of the 
Republic, to defray the expenses of Memorial Day. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will choose a committee of 
three or more persons to investigate all matters pertaining to 
our water supply, and report to the next annual town meet- 
ing with recommendations. 

First. Upon what terms and at what expense we can con- 
tinue the present water supply. 
Second. What would be the cost of purchasing the present 
water works, and at what rate of interest the town could 
hire the money for the same. 

Third. What would be the cost of a new plant that would 
be adequate for the town’s supply. 


ARTICLE 9. To see what action, if any, the town will take 
relative to keeping the concrete walks in the village clear of 
snow. 

ARTICLE 10. .To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto.

Pe OF HEALTH’ REPORT: 


Your board of health, consisting of Hazen R. Underhill, 
Joseph W. Bean and Myron Richardson, beg leave to submit 
the following report: 

The subject of health in any community is one of vital im- 
portance, and has not heretofore been given that careful con- 
sideration its importance demands. In these later years as 
physicians come to learn more of the source and spread of 
contagious diseases, it has attracted the attention of our legis- 
lators until now we have ample laws and a State Board of 
Health, whose duty it is to see that those laws are enforced. 

In all cities and large towns, and perhaps in most towns in 
the state, local Boards of Health are established to assist the 
State Board to enforce the law in their immediate vicinity in 
regard to sanitary regulations. 

In accordance with the law and what we deemed our duty, 
we caused to be published in the Derry News, three weeks in 
succession, the following order of the State Board of Health 
and also our own recommendations for the sanitary measures 
to be carried out in our town. 


Town of Derry—WNotice From the Board of Health. 


The following order has been issued by the State Board of 
Health, and is required to be published with the regulations of 
town and city Boards of Health, and has the force of law: 

Ist. No public funeral shall be held in any instance where 
the deceased died of small pox, scarlet fever or diphtheria. 

2nd. No pupil shall attend any school, public or private, 
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from a house or family where there exists a case of scarlet 
fever or diphtheria, unless such case or cases are thoroughly 
isolated from said pupil, and then only upon the certificate of 
a physician, certifying to the fact that such isolation is secured, 
and that in his judgment no Hability to spread the disease walt 
follow. 

3rd. No person who has scarlet fever or diphtheria shall 
attend any school or other public gathering until three weeks 
after the convalescence has been established, except upon the 
certificate of a reputabie physician. 


Town of Derry.—Reyulations by the Board of Health. 


On or before the 20th day of May next, all persons owning 
or having the care of houses, stores, or shops, shall cause all 
vaults connected therewith to be cleansed so as not to endan- 
ver the health of their occupants, or become a public nuisance. 

That all sink drains shail be placed under ground as far 
as possible away from dwelling houses. . 

That nothing liable to become putrid or offensive be placed 
or left in any street, lot or public place, near any dwelling. 

The board of health respectfully requests all physicians and 
citizens to notify them at once of any case of malignant or 
contagious disease coming to their knowledge, that measures 
may be taken to prevent the spreading of the same. 


We are pleased to believe that in almost every instance our 
citizens have cheerfully complied with these regulations al- 
though there have been a few cases where special action has 
been required. 


In order to carry out these regulations, we, early in the 
season, made special arrangements with John V. Kelley of 
Londonderry to care for all vaults that were brought to his 
notice, and we are pleased to say he did the work in an efhi- 
cient and satisfactory manner. 

How much this has had to do with our exemption from 
contagious diseases, of course we cannot say, but we are very 
glad to report that only one each of cases of diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and measles have been reported to us at this date, Feb. 

15 3 the case of scarlet fever proved fatal. f There have been a 
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few other cases of measles and one of so-called scarletina, but 
of so mild a type as not to be considered dangerous... 

Our attention has been called to the law in regard to vac- 
cination, and we had in mind, in compliance with the recom- 
mendations of the State Board of Health, to institute a general 
system of vaccination in town, but in consideration of the 
Jateness of the season and the effect it would have on the © 
schools, now so near the close, we thought best to defer it till 
vacation and warmer weather. : 

We would, however, call attention of the future Board of 
Health to the law requiring all children attending the public 
school to be vaccinated, and the State Board of Health recom- 
mends that all school boards should see that the law is strictly 


enforced.

Miss M. is a 
thorough scholar, and her school was an excellent one. The 
best of feeling existed between teacher and scholars and good 
progress was made. The esteem of the pupils was manifested 
by the presentation of a substantial gift at the close of the — 
school. 

No. 4. 

The spring term was taught by Miss Mary A. Morse, 
whose experience as a teacher in the past was here repeated. 
The school made fair progress and showed that good order 
and discipline had been maintained. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Etta isi 
Chase, a young lady who had not before taught. Miss C. 
showed good tact as a teacher, the school showed that good 
order (which is so essential in the school room) had_ been 
maintained, and the scholars made fair advancement in their 
studies, some of themi deserviug special commendation.

No. 5. 


_ This school was in charge of Miss Jennie F. Lowe for the 
entire year. Miss L. is one of our best teachers, and_ here 
we noticed the love and good feeling existing between teacher 
and scholars, which we believe is so essential to a_ profitable 
school. The parents also showed great interest in the school 


and with this combination of circumstances good results must 


follow. The primmer class deserves praise for the progress 
made during the vear. This has been a_ profitable year for 
this school. 


No. 6. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Helen Grace Rogers 
and under her care the school made fair progress. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Mary A. 
Morse. The fall term wasa very profitable one, and the 
winter term commenced under very favorable circumstances, 
but after five weeks (that dreaded disease,) diptheria, was re- 
ported and the committee thought it best to close the 
school. 

. No. 7. 

Your committee were fortunate in securing the services of 
Mrs. Emma F. Ford, a teacher of experience, who had 
charge of the school for the three terms. The school was 
marked by good order, and good advancement was made in 
all the studies. Special mention should be made of the 
writing books, which showed that great interest had been 
taken in this direction, a matter which is too often neglected 
in our common schools. 


No, 8. 


It is not easy to speak too decidedly of the success of the 
school yearin this district. With a teacher of experience at 
the head of the school and the heartv co-operation of the 
parents, everything has moved in the right direction. 
The closing examination was well attended. The 
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pupils were wide awake and showed that they had been 
well drilled. A debate was indulged in as a closing exercise, 
which was a very interesting feature. The school was in 
charge of Miss Mary E. M. Morrill. 

No. 9. 

The spring term was taught by Miss Grace E. Campbell, 
who labored hard for the success of the school; fair progress 
was made. The fall term was in charge of Mr. Isaac H. 
Jones, who succeeded in securing good order and at our visit 
the first of the term we couldsee a marked improvement in 
the management. Owing to sickness of of Mr. J. the school 
was brought to a close before we made our final, visit. We 
have no doubt, however, that Mr. J., as usual, had a profitable’ 
term. ; . 

The winter term was taught by Mr. Fred W. Poore, which 
was his first trial at teaching. Mr. P. labored hard and we 
think succeeded in his efforts to make this a_ successful 
term. 

NO. YU, 


This district stands first on our list in respect to members. 
The grammar division has been under the care of Miss 
Laura A. Haynes, who has taught this school six successive 
terms, which of itself shows her appreciation by the district. 
Miss H’s. influence in winning the respect und confidence of 
the scholars has rendered the government of the "school easy, 
while her efforts to advance them in their studies have, for 
the same reason, secured their co-operation. The result has 
been what might be expected, good order, interest and 
progress. The general deportment of the school and .the 
scholarly manner in which they have pursued their studies, 
_as well as the success of their efforts, reflect credit on them as 
well as on their teachers. 


No.. 12. 


This district was abolished and the school house sold by a 
former committee, but we found six children here who were 
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entitl ed to a chance in our schooling and after looking over 
the matter concluded to repair the old house and give them 
a summer term of school. We employed Miss Anna C. 
Rogers, who did a goed work and we believe fully paid for 
the trouble and expense incurred. The children made good 
advancement and the parents were well satisfied. 


THE PRIMARY DIVISION 


was in charge of Miss Blanch S. Bartlett, assisted by Miss 
Cora C. Crosby. Both labored hard to make it a success, but 
this isa very difficult school to manage; the large number of 
pupils make it almost impossible to preserve order. One hun- 
-dred children of this age huddled together where there is room 
for but forty, with no room for recitation but to stand in the 
seats, is a condition of affairs which should not exist. Your 
committee believe that the money spent here for instruction is, 
in a large measure, thrown away. Here are to be found scme 
of the brightest intellects in town which are being stunted for 
the want of better accommodations It is an injury to the 
children which will be felt through life, and to allow such a 
condition of affairs in a town which boasts of so much of civil- 
ization as ours, is a disgrace which can never be eflaced. The 
teachers, we think, did the best they could under the circum- 
stances, and the school made some progress. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


From the facts now presented, as well as from the statistical 
table, it appears that general prosperity has attended our 
schools the past year. No change has been made in any of 
the school houses, though some things are needed ; new seats 
should be put into the house in No. 5. This is the only house 
which has not new seats, and we believe all should be used 
alike. The school house at the Depot village has so far ad 
vanced that the basement has been finished, and the lumber 
for the building is upon the lot, but for the want of money the 
work has been suspended. Your committee believe it a great 
disgrace to the name of Derry that such a condition of affairs 
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should exist. The better portion of our citizens are disposed 
to act, as becomes men. in all matters pertaining to the best in- 
terests of our schools, but a few, through ignorance or jeal- 
ousy. feel that if they cannot have their own way they must 
stand a stumbling-block in the way of progress. We would 
advise the parents of this district and the friends of education 
throughout the town to lay aside all prejudices and work to- 
gether for the best interests of our public schools, that our good 
name and the name of Derry may be handed down to the 
rising generation untarnished. 

Our teachers, while gratefully acknowledging the sympathy 
of parents in their work, deeply feel the need of more of that 
aid. They wish to see them more frequently and in larger 
numbers in the school room. They want their presence at the 
close of the term. They desire to know that’they have their 
cordial confidence and co-operation in their great and respon= 
sible work. Such expressions of interest have a most happy 
effect on the school. The children feel that their parents are 
deeply concerned in their conduct and progress in study. A 
new inspiration is given to them. The labor of governing the 
school is much lightened. Most parents are willing to assent 
to all this, and, confessing their fault, plead that they have 
been too busy. Too busy to attend to their children’s educa- 
tion! When a father or mother is thoroughly in earnest in 
this matter, the time will be found, and enough of it, too. 
How small the sacrifice and how wide and blessed the result? 
A similar interest should be taken by parents at home to for- 
ward their children in their studies. This laboring together 
with the teachers makes the best scholars, and many owe their 
success in life to this home encouragement. If the parents 
can go with their children over their studies, it is a pleasure 
and profit to both. But where this cannot be done for any 
reason, the children may be made to feel that the hearts of 
the father and mother are with them, and thus be cheered in 
their toil. The education of the young should be carried for- 
ward as fast as their health will allow. Business claims them 
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early, and the more complete we would have their prepara- 
tion for life, the more diligence we must use in this work. 
We may not have large fortunes to leave to them, and let us 
vive the best possible education in our power. This may be 
better for them than thousands of gold and silver.
